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Non-Smokers of World Unite! 


LOS ANGELES — John 
Blnzhaf m. the self-styled 
protector of the rights of 
nonsmokers, has filed a peti¬ 
tion with the Federal Aviation 
Administration asking for a 
ruling to separate smokers 
and nonsmokers on airliners. 

The filing is the opening gun 
in Banehaf'a drive to force 
operators at all public places, 
from elevators to restaurants 
and perhaps even offices and 


bars, to separate smokers 
from honsmokers, he said. 

Banzhaf, 28, is a New York 
lawyer who filed the Com¬ 
plaint leading to a Federal 
Communications Commission 
ruling which required broad¬ 
casters of smoking commer¬ 
cials to provide anti-smoking 
commercials. He since has 
formed Action on Smoking 
and Health in Washington, 
and also teaches law at 


George Washington University 
there. 

Crusader Ralph Nader also 
has a nonsmoking petition 
before the FAA, but that is a 
request to eliminate smoking 
completely on airliners on the' 
basis that smoking is a fire 
danger. Banzhafs request ia 
merely for separation of 
smoker*. 

"I'm not against smoking 


per se," Banzhaf said (al¬ 
though he neither smokes nor 
drinks). "We're trying to 
provide a legal basis for the 
exercise of the rights of 
nonsmokers. 1 ’ 

The FAA has the choice of 
adopting the rule, inviting 
comments from interested 
parties and then deciding, or 
rejecting- it. outright. If the 
latter is decided upon, 


Banzhaf said, he will seek a 
court review. 

Banzhaf also filed the peti¬ 
tion with the Department of 
Transportation, which has 
some rule-making powers 
over airlines. 

If the FAA decides to grant 
the petition and adopt a 
segregation rule on airliners, 
he said, a legal precedent will 
have been formed to take the 
matter further.

THE 8 EASON to be jolly, goodwill 
towards all men, deck the halls with boughs 
of holly and somehow find it in my heart to 
write something nice about the CBC. 

Just a tree-trimmin’ moment! That's like 
asking Scrooge to pass up the semi-annual 
dividend, like suggesting Joe Namath 
embrace celibacy, like asking Pierre Elliott 
to recognise Western Canada. 

Especially when I just happen to have a 
copy of the CBC annual report in my hot 
little hands. 

Therefore, any comment deemed even 
remotely complimentary to the Canadian 
Bungling Corporation will be purely acci¬ 
dental. 

* ★ * 

THE REPORT is far the year aiding 
March 1. 1969 and shows Canadian taxpayers 
had to cough up $160,677,000 to keep the good 
ship CBC afloat Actually, the report will 
argue my figure is $1,000,000 high. That’s 
because the CBC doesn’t tliink a rather 
modest sum of $3,955,000 — repayment o t 
principal installments on capital loans — 
should be listed in the loss. 

The breakdown between radio and tele¬ 
vision coats shows the CBC radio operation 
coat $31,854,000, an increase of better than 
$3,000,000 over the previous year. The TV end 
of things coat $116,222,000, also up $3,000,000. 

* * * 

COMMERCIAL revenue of course, is 
supposed to pay for radio and television 
operations, but not in the CBC. Gross 
revenue lor the year was only $34,765,000, or 
21.4 per cent of expenditure. Revenue was up 
2.7 per cent and yet, the percentage loss was 
higher than in the pervious year. Bet that the 
percentage loss will be higher again next 
year. 

It seems rather shocking to discover that 
35 CBC radio station* could muster only a 
token $2,000,000 in commercial revenue 


between them. A private station like Toronto’s 
CFRB does better than $4,900,000 a year in 
sales and I’m sure there are at least hyo 
other stations in the Toronto area that 
surpass the $2,000,000 figure. CKNW over in 
New Westminster probably does better than 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

* ★ ★ 

THE U6-PAGE report is full of ratings, 
graphs, seif congratulation and littia tidbits. 
Like the fact a total of 265 griewmofes were 
filed against the CBC by the various 
industrial unions. 

Or, like the fact receptionists and 
switchboard operators get a 7 per cent bonus 
for bilingualism, provided they use both 
languages In the performance of their duties. 

The ratings section shows that the biggest 
audience of the period was for the Calgary - 
Ottawa Grey Cup game a year ago and that 
it drew 9.6 million viewers. The national 
election debate was next with 6.8 million and 
the election night broadcast drew 5.9 million.

THE other biggest drawing cards were 
Heidi, 6 million; the Elvis Prestiey Special 
4.4 million: the NHL ajl star game 4.1 
milMon; the Bill Cosby Special, 4.4 million;

Your Good Health 


Boring, Unpalatable

Dear Dr. Thosteeon: Car¬ 
bohydrates and fata are listed 
by nutritionist as dietary es¬ 
sentials. For practical purposes, 
with existing food technology, 
no doubt they are. 

But does either cartwhjdrate 
or fat actually contribute any¬ 
thing to the body that it could 
not get from protein? 

Is there any reason to suppose 
that one could live in full health 
on a diet (If it were available) 
consisting only of amino acids, 
vitamins, minerals, and water? 
— H.H.

It is possible, but would be 
mighty monotonous and un¬ 
palatable, as well as expensive 
and fraught with some problems 
that you may not have foreseen. 

I am guessing that your 
question is inspired by having 
been told to follow a low- 
carbohydrate diet. If so, beep in 
mind that substitution of fats is 
one way to reduce carbohydrate 
without sacrificing calories. 


But to consider your hypo¬ 
thetical diet: earbeti yd rates (in¬ 
cluding sugars) supply energy, 
quickly available. 

Protein foods can be con¬ 
verted, by the digestive process, 
into carbohydrate (glucose) but 
slowty. In fact, we convert 
about 58 per cent into carbo¬ 
hydrate. 

The remaining protein, in the 
form of amino acids, is essen¬ 
tial for replacement of body 
tissues. No other type of food 
can do this. 

So. in a general sense, your 
theory is reasonable: prertein 
can be changed into carbo¬ 
hydrate, but carbohydrate can¬ 
not turn into protein. 

However, here are some of 
the problems of such a diet. 
Carbohydrate foods give flavor, 
variety, and bulk. Vegetables 
and fruits for the most part 
have little or no protein, but 
have varying amounts of 
carbohydrate. Omit fruits and 
vegetables and you’ve sacrificed 
a lot of the pleasure of eating. 


Ycti’ve also created a problem • 
of making certain that you have ! 
enough vitamins and minerals, . 
for a variety of fruits and i 
vegetables is insurance that we ! 
get the minerals (just traces of 
some) that we need. 

If you also eliminate cereals 
and bread (high in carbo- < 
hydrate, moderate in protein, 
with some vitamin and mineral 
value) you're going to have to 
eat a lot of protein foods to 
make up for It 

While you can’t keep going' < 
without protein, you can't keep 
going, either, without sufficient 
carbohydrate, because that is 
what gives us energy and 
provides body heat. Further, the 
brain is entirely dependent on 
sugars (carbohydrates) for its 
nutrition. 

Eliminate fats? Then you will 
have to make up artificially the 
fat-tolubls vitamlne*. At least a 
little fat is neceasary for the 
nervous system, and It is quite 
possible that there are some 
Ingredients which have not been 
exactly identified.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
justice department and a 
special federal Grand Jury will 
Investigate the Deo.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— 
President Nixon’s new bio¬ 
logical warfare policy does 
not rule out production of 
disease - producing toxins, 
the Pentagon said Friday. 

Toxins can produce serious 
and even fatal illness, but 
cannot be transferred from one 
person to another after the 
disease is contracted, as biolo¬ 
gical agents can. 

Rear Adm. William Lemon, a 
Pentagon aide, told a House 
foreign affairs subcommittee I 
the Pentagon classifies toxins as 
chemical agents although they 1 
are produced by biological pro¬ 
cesses. 

Thus, he said, die defence 
department found no “specific 
I prohibition of the production of 
toxins" in President Nixon’s 
announced ban on the manu¬ 
facture or stockpiling of bio¬ 
logical agents for military use. 

However, on Thursday, an 
official of the U.S. arms control 
agency, a state department 
affiliate, told the subcommittee 
he did not believe toxin produc¬ 
tion by biological processes 
would be permissible under 
Nixon’s policy.

[ the cultivation of live bacteria. I 
, But Lemos said the synthesizing

present technology.

U.S. Tax Bill Would Hit Rich 
Giving Relief to Low Incomes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A tax 
bill designed ultimately to re¬ 
trieve 16,600,000,000 lost through 
loopholes bat to give $9,- 
100 ,000,000 relief to taxpayers, 
especially those with low in¬ 
comes, was tailored Friday for 
final action by Congress. 

Every Individual taxpayer in 
the United States would benefit 
by an increase in the personal 
exemption, starting In mid 1870. 

Pilots Place 
Hijack Onus 
On Nations 

LONDON (AP) — Airline pil¬ 
ots said Friday the answer to 
hijacking lies in stem action 
against the hijackers by the 
countries to which pirated 
planes are flown. The pilots said 
such nations must either act 
quickly or face boycotts. 

The International Federation 
of Airline Pilots held two days 
of private talks about the issue. 

A statement said hijacking 
"could end in catastrophe.” But 
the pilots avoided threats of 
strikes and ignored seme earlier 
demands to make lujaeking a 
capita] crime. 

The pilots said the United Na¬ 
tions had taken the right stance 
hi demanding return of the pas- 
s e n g e r s, crew and aircraft 
without delay.

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Iceberg Alert from Ottawa 


DOLLARS 


P OSSIBLY ONLY the tip of an Iceberg, the 
NDP'i Stanley Knowles remarked when he 
objected tn the House of Commons to public funds 
being used to prepare seta of ten colored slides to 
help publicize Finance Minister Edgar Benson's tax 
reform proposals. Mr. Knowles rose on a question 
of parliamentary privilege, and Speaker Lucten 
Lamoureux later ruled there had been no breach, 
although “there may be a grievance against the 
government." But beyond this particular possible 
iceberg, there could be an ocean-full of others. He 
did well to raise the point. 

Mr. Knowles’ objection was not only to “the 
use of government funds to propagandize govern¬ 
ment proposals that have not yet been adopted by 
Parliament" but to Mr. Benson inviting Opposition 
parties to be “accessories in this malpractice" by 
asking them If they would like to distribute the 
slides. He recalled that when insurance companies 
were fighting the Canada Pension Plan with a 
publicity campaign, he had asked Judy LaMarsh, 
then health and welfare minister, if the govern¬ 
ment could not do something to offset it. She had 
told him she had been informed it was not proper, 
It was not legal, to spend government money in 
support of a government proposition that had not 
yet been adopted by the House. 

Yet this was precisely what was now being 
done: the government was using taxpayers’ money 
to argue one side of the question, and no telling 
how much more besides the cost of the slides. 

For the government, Mr. Benson asserted that 
the slides were purely informative and contained 
no propaganda—which brought cries from some 


hou. members which Hansard traditionally records 
as “Oh, oh!”—and suggested that it was right for 
the government to inform the people of its 
intentions so there could be reasonable discussion 
before decisions were made. 

Here, of course, is the crux. What is “purely 
Informative” and what is propaganda? The 
dividing line Is difficult to discern, but It can be 
suggested that Mr. Benson’s White Paper with Its 
proposals and its reasoning for them was 
informative; that a subsequent selling job is 
propaganda. It is one thing to tell the people what 
the government has In mind and why. It Is another 
to continue pressing the government’s case—and 
the government’s case alone—and using the 
people’s money to do it. 

A three man task force proposed early in 
November that an agency to be known as 
Information Canada be established to tell Cana¬ 
dians about their government. The new agency 
would use the latest electronic aids and its own 
wire service, with a “total communications unit” 
among others, to co-ordinate and expand all 
government Information programs and develop a 
two-way flow that could help In the development of 
“participatory democracy." 

With such an organization In prospect and a 
government unable or unwilling to see a difference 
between Informing and campaigning at the expense 
of the taxpayers, Canadians may wen join Mr. 
Knowles In asking: 

. “Are we moving toward an age In which the 
government will use its financial resources, its 
machinery, to condition the people at their Own 
expense to accept government proposals?”

TIRANA (CNS) — Albania, at the best of 
times, is not an easy country to visit. 

In fact it is not easy to find on the map. Al¬ 
bania is a small, rugged piece of country with a 
single city, Tirana, the capital, and three ways of 
approaching it. 

You can fly, of course and—under certain, 
well-defined conditions—make your way up the 
Adriatic. 

But the best way of approach is to join a con¬ 
ducted tour by coach from Yugoslavia.

After all these delays, the adventurous tourist 
may feel hungry. For the Yugoslav travel office 
where you book the tour advises strongly against 
carrying "iron rations” in the bus. 

“The Albanians are touchy and may feel of¬ 
fended if they think you don’t trust them to feed 
you properly,” it is explained. 

But'although by now well past lunch time, 
there is no sign of a meal. 

Instead, you suffer through a three-hour tour 
of a nearby copper wire factory, built b^ the Com¬ 
munist Chinese.

The thoroughbreds are 
coming back to Sandown 
Park next year, and this 
time they are again re¬ 
turning for a fall meet¬ 
ing. 

Harry F i 11 o n , publicity 
director of the B.C. Jockey 
Club, Friday confirmed 
report* that the B.C. 
thoroughbred meeting will 
again end at Sandown Park in 
1970 after two year* of 
attempting to establish a 
spring meeting at the Sidney 
track. 

LATER THAN USUAL 

It wiU be the latest meeting 
in the history of Sandown, 
which dates back to 1956. It is 
scheduled to start on Satur¬ 
day, Oct. 17, and end 15 
racing days later on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 11. 

The Sandown meeting will 
be preceded by 104 day* of 
racing at Vancouver's exhi¬ 
bition Park, starting on April 
10 and ending on Oct. 14. 

Return of fail racing will be 
greeted heartedly by Victoria 
racing fans, who were 
decidedly unhappy with the 
decision to try spring meet¬ 
ings at Sandown and end the 
B.C. thoroughbred at Exhibi¬ 
tion Park. 

PROOF FURNISHED 

It showed in the lack of 
support. The fall meeting at 
Sandown built up steadily and 
the mutuel play reached a 
daily average of more than 
1116,000 in 1967 despite an 
unusual amount of wet 
weather. 

The first spring meeting, in 
1968, was not successful and 
last spring the second try was 
a complete failure. 

Only 10 of 11 scheduled 
racing days were held In 1968 
and the mutuel handle of 
$880,982 brought a reduction in 
the daily average of about 25 
per cent. 

8HORT AND SOUR 

Last spring was a disaster. 

The daily mutuel average 
dropped to $85,532 with Vic¬ 
toria fans not at all enamored 
of the many short races 
necessary at the start of the 
season and the meeting was 
cancelled after only five days 
of the scheduled 10. 

Reason for the early ending 
was that most horsemen did 
not favor spring racing at 
Sandown and this combined 
with a cold winter which set 
training schedules back at 
least a month to make it 
impossible to get enough 
entries to fill. 

Chances seem good for a 
successful return to fall 
racing. Although the late start 
increases the chances of 
inclement weather it should 
also result in more and better 
stock being available. 

Prairie horsemen for the 
past two years have been 
shipping to Vancouver to get 
in op the latter part of the 
Exhibition Park meeting, and 
FUlon feels that many of |k*wwn* 
them will send their stock to 
Sandown Pork. 

No change in the usual 
format is anticipated. Racing 
days are again planned for 
Mondays, Wednesdays, Fri¬ 
days and Saturdays, the first- 
day feature will again be the 
Colonist Handicap and the 
running of the Vancouver 
Island Derby will be resumed.

When 
one’* adolescent daughter 
speaks of listening to an “old 
favorite" recording of 1966, 
one realized that two or three 
year* are now the sensory 
and mnemonic equivalent of 
what 10 or 20 years used to 
be. 

My generation grew up with 
a very real sense of the past, 
for change was relatively 
slow, and manners and 
morals and institutionaled 
roles p e r I s t e d for many 
decades. 

The new young people 
hav* been cut off from th* 


past, because things happen 
so fast that even the present 
is a blur, much leas the 
events of their parents’ time. 

Hitler might as well have 
Mved in the Middle Age* for 
most of them, and th* 
Depression is a remote and 
antique as the Black Plague. 

Tb blame them for this 
would be quite absurd and 
unjust. It is we who must 
understand what ha* hap¬ 
pened under the tremendous 
sensory Impact of th# new 
technology, and find ways to 
reach them that oan prevent 
the new freedom from turn¬ 
ing into a new barbarism.

No ardent practitioner of floral art 
ever has enough bowl* and vases and 
odd-ehaped container* on hand. She 
may have a china cupboard Muffed to 
overflowing with almoat every known 
shape and odor of bowl, vaee, flagon 
and dieh, and yet lack to* me perfect 
container for tome special floral 
creation. You can hardly go wrong with 
a gift along these lines. 

Don’t forget, too, toe various acces¬ 
sories dear to toe heart of the floral art 
addict: needle-point stem holders, drift¬ 
wood pieces, oholla logs, Chinas* 
figurines and toe Ilka.

Water 
moderately and store the pot or bowl in 
an east or north window of an unheated 
room, or better atiU, In a coidfrnme or 
aunporch. Early in the year they will 
push up a mass of fresh green leaves 
and a whole colony of fat flower buds. 
As soon a# these show a trace of color, 
th# potted plant may be brought Into 
the living room Tor flowering. 

If tot house ia not too warm, they 
should remain in bloom for several 
weeks, after which they can be returned 
to their original sit* in toe garden.

(Th* loser* ar* 
consoled with a year’s sub¬ 
scription to the Reader’s 
Digest — • thousand such 
having been donated to toe 
tribe by a missionary 
society.)

The winners are then 
Inducted into toe service of 
Draff. The primitive cere¬ 
mony consists of each taking 
one step forward with right 
hand raised to Indicate his 
willingness. 

From that point on, nothing 
is too good for the winners. 
They are honored and feted 


wherever they go. The best 
tid-bits of food are pressed 
upon them. They are plied 
with th# finest of native brews 
night and day. And the fairest 
maidens beg to bestow their 
favors upon them.

TORONTO (CP) — Couples 
who are not regular church¬ 
goers but do not want a civil 
marriage ceremony may have 
an alternative if a United 
Church minister has his way. 

The service proposed by Rev. 
Fred Styles of Newtontarook 
United Church lacks the reli¬ 
gious aspects of a church 
service but has some of its 
beauty in the form of two love 
poems by Kahil Gibran, a 
Lebanese mystic -and writer 
who died in 3931. 

Styles said he created the 
service because he found some 
of the people he counsels “have 
very little real interest in the 
church or in the things for 
which it stands.” 
UNBELIEVERS 

“Some are honest enough to] 
say that they don't share the \ 
beliefs of the church and have! 
no intention of having anything 
further to do with it once the 
wedding is over. 

“The alternative is a civil 
ceremony — a city hall special 
— and many people find this an 
unsatisfactory alternative to the 
traditional wedding. There, a 
civil servant who cares nothing 
for the Individual at all as 
people, but regards them as one 
mm application to be pro¬ 
cessed, hurries through a two- 
minute formula, without looking 
up from his paper, stamps the 
form and collects the $10 fee. 
BRIDGE GAP 

“My secular marriage service 
la designed to bridge the gap, to 
provide an eathetically satisfy¬ 
ing ceremony for those persons 
who have no religious convic¬ 
tions or whose convictions about 
religion are negative ones." 

He denies that his servioa will 
weaken the church. 

'"Hie position of the church is 
not compromised but strength¬ 
ened in this way. People who 
want a church wedding now will 
clearly be saying that they want 
their marriage based upon the 
principles for which the church 
stands, while people who do not 
want to be involved with those 
principles have an acceptable 
alternative,"

’Education Minister Dbnald 
Brothers will meet in mid- 
January with school trustees 
from the Capital Region to 
discuss Greater Victoria's 
request to create a district 
college, it was learned Friday.

The minister requested the 
meeting in a letter sent this 
week to the four school 
districts of Greater Victoria, 
Saanich, Sooke and the Gulf 
Islands, The four boards have 
agreed to the meeting -and 


will send their chairman and 
another trustee each to the 2 
p.m, talks Jan. 14. 

Chairman of Saanich, Sooke 
and Gulf Islands districts said 
Friday night they are going to 
the meeting with open minds, 
and are unsure what Mr. 
Brothers, will propose. At a 
September meeting he 
appeared to favor a regional 
college Involving all four 
school districts. 

Greater Victoria has pro¬ 
posed to go It alone by 


converting its Institute of 
Adult Studies into a district 
coliege to be run solely by the 
Greater Victoria school board- 
Board chairman C a r r o n 
Jameson said Friday night the 
facilities of the adult institute 
are adequate for a college. 
But he said Greater Victoria 
would be "glad to co-operate” 
in a regional college. 

♦ h ★ < 

The go-ahead signal for a 
college must come from die 
education minister. Included 


in the preparations would be a 
public vote on the issue. 

Dr. Jameson said the neces¬ 
sary bylaw for a plebiscite 
vote could be ready "at short 
notice.” 

Saanich board chairman 
Rubymay Parrott said she 
and fellow trustees look 
toward the meeting with a 
“complete and absolute open 
mind.” She said Saanich 
would go along with a plan for 
a college as long as Saanich 
■tudente Were guaranteed 


equal enrolment rights, and as 
long as Saanich trustees had a 
aay in curriculum matters. 

Verbal agreement with 
Greater Victoria has already 
been made along these lines. 
* * * 

Sooke board's chairman 
Fred WLUway said he is also 
going to attend the meeting 
with an open mind but Sooke 
is not Interested in being part 
of a regional college set-up. 
While Sooke has no objection 
to Greater Victoria’s plan for 


a district college, "we're 
more or less happy with 
things the way they are," Mr. 
Willway said. 

Gulf Islands school board 
chairman George Heinekey 
said he as well has an "open 
mind” on the subject. But 
,Saluraa Island trustee James 
Campbell, who is chairman of 
the B.C. School Trustees 
Association, viewed the meet¬ 
ing dimly. 

Be said the provincial 
government is most concerned 


with moving slowly where 
increased spending is con¬ 
cerned. Gulf Islands has en¬ 
dorsed Greater Victoria’s 
request tor a college, he said, 
and it is "highly deslreable” 
that the college be created in 
a hurry. 

Mr. Campbell said “the 
provincial government’s atti¬ 
tude to regional colleges Is 
that they are cheaper than 
universities. But they still cost 
money, so ‘go slow'.” 


He said that It is "much 
easier to create organizational 
hurdles" by allowing » 
regional college than by allow¬ 
ing Greater Victoria to go on 
Its own toward a Greater 
Victoria-im district college. 

He said he doubted that 
Gulf Islands voters — which 
has "more people over 70 
years of age than any other 
school district” —• would 
readily endorse a regional 
college.

$163,000 from the unexpectedly 
high bid of last week.

ADJOURNMENT

Mr. McPherson specified In 
his will that the money was to 
be used for one or more 
buildings which olty council 
judged to be “of the widest 
benefit to the citizens of the 
metropolitan area” and "of the 
widest benefit to the city.” 

The city spent approximately 
, $1,500,000 refurbishing the Mc- 
‘Pherson Playhouse — also 
donated to the city by the 
philanthropist. Last week city 
council gave final reading to a 
bylaw voting the remaining 
$200,000 McPherson money for 
the pool complex. 

POOL PROTEST 

Mr. Scott’s affidavit noteB 
that mayor-elect Courtney Had¬ 
dock questioned the pool project 
prior to his election. It also 
points out that some council 
members who approved the pool 
are retiring or have been 
defeated at the polls. 

"The said structure upon its 
completion if proceeded with, 
would be enjoyed only by a 
limited class and would not be 
of widest benefit to the citizens 
of file area,” says Mr. Scott’s 
affidavit.

The businessman alleges that

$30,000,000. former Colwood 
regional director Bill Reader 
said Friday. 

“I wonder why Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark and 
che Capital Region’s hospital 
board want to saddle us with 
a $45,000,000 referendum for 
only a little over 350 acute 
care beds? 

"We could get those many 
beds in a brand new hospital 
for one-third the cost — and 
we could get them much 
faster.” 

The proposed referendum, 
to be put to Capital Region 
taxpayers in the spring, is 
expected to be for $45,000,000, 
and will provide for 75 acute- 


care beds to be built at a new 
hospital site in the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

Estimated cost of the penin¬ 
sula’s hospital beds is $20,000 
each. While they are to be 
acute-care beds, they will not 
Include the sophisticated sur¬ 
gical facilities envisaged for 
the two major hospitals.

Major expenditures are 
expected under the referen¬ 
dum for land acquisition at St. 
Ann’s Academy, and for 
reconstruction and new con¬ 
struction to expand and im¬ 
prove St. Joseph's Hospital 
and Royal Jubilee Hospital.

“We put in the services that 
would be able to supply resi¬ 
dents north of Cedar Hill 
Crossroad but we have had no 
return on our Investment over 
the years." 

The retiring mayor said many 
proposals for a mutually 
acceptable solution to the prob¬ 
lem have been put forward by 
the municipality. 

I "At one point we offered to 
rescind the reservation on 250 
I feet of the strip if they would 
let us have the edge along 
Cedar Hill Crossroad for single¬ 
family residences,” he said, 
"but we were told they would 
need the entire strip for univer¬ 
sity development."

The most recent proposal has 
been in the negotiation stages 
for the past two years, he said. 

Council agreed to study 
rescinding of the reservation on 
the 400-foot strip if some 
satisfactory agreement could be 
made to develop the 32 acres in 
the lower campus area on Foul 
Bay Road zoned for residential 
purposes.”

Hie filing is the opening gun 
in Banzhaf’s drive to force 
operators at all public places, 
from elevators to restaurants 
and perhaps even offices and 


bars, to separate smokers 
from Donsmokers, he said. 

Banzhaf, 28, is a New York 
lawyer who filed die com¬ 
plaint leading to a Federal 
Communications Commission 
ruling which required broad¬ 
casters of smoking commer¬ 
cials to provide anti-smoking 
commercials. He slnoe has 
formed Action on Smoking 
and Health In Washington, 
and also teaches law at 


George Washington University 
there. 

Crusader Ralph Nader also 
has a nonsmoking petition 
before the FAA, but that is a 
request to eliminate smoking 
completely on airliners on the 
basis that smoking is a fire 
danger. Banzhaf’s request is 
merely for separation of 
smokers.

Banzhaf said, he will seek a 
court review. 

Banzhaf also filed the peti¬ 
tion with the Department of 
Transportation, which has 
some rule-making powers 
over airlines. 

If the FAA decides to grant 
the petition and adopt a 
segregation rule on airliners, 
he said, a legal precedent will 
have been formed to take the 
matter further.
